Won't Tolerate 


Of the hostilities In the Far 
East, Mr Dulles said that the 
American Government would 
not tolerate nttacks against the 
Chinese Communists, but would 
stand finn if they attacked. 

He stated: “The only threat 
cones from the Chinese Com- 
munists. Now the question 
comes—if they attack, What 
do you do? Do you fire back 
or do you retreat?

BORIS PASTERNAK 
His Book Was Banned 


Up till Jate this evening the 
Academy had received no re-

tact with him in 45 years was 
an occasional picture postcard.

Mrs Slater and her sister, 
Migs Pasternak, were brought 
by their father, Leonide Paster- 
nak, out of Russia just after 
the revolution. Tho writer's 
father, himsclf a palnter, ‘died 
In Oxford in: 1945, where the 
two sisters havo lived for the 
past 20 years, 

. The cholce . of Pasternak for 
0 Nobel prize seemed to sur- 
prise British Iierary circles. A 
numiber of intellectuals admitted 
that they knew Ilttle of his 
work, despite its popular 
success. 

Philosopher Betrand Russell 
refused 40 comment on. the 
award, and author T, S&S. Elliot 
sud he had not read Pastcr- 
nak's well-known novel Doctor 
Zhivago. :

Tho Full Court this morning 
dismissod an appeal by 
Cheung Yuo-wing, 52- 
year-old senior harbour 
pilot, against his convic- 
tion for the murder of 
anothor pilot. 

Cheung wus found gullty of 
murdering Chan Yuen, 34, a 
former -apprentice of his, und 
pentenced to death by Mr 
Justice A. D, Scholes in the 
July Criminal Sessions, 

The Prosecution alleged that 
Cheung attacked Chan with an 
uxe on board a pilot Jaunch off 

un Pass in the carly 

hours-cf March 7, 

The appellant had been 
further accused of chasing 
Chan. around the launch, after 
which the laiter jumped over- 
board. His body was rcvover- 
ed 10 days later, 


-Waste Money 

Evidence was given at the 
trial that during the attack, the 
scnior pilot was heard to ac- 
cuse the deceased of having 
caused him to waste much 
money on bjs apprenticcship 
vnd then leaving him to set up 
his own plloting business, 

The grounds of the appeal, 
hearing of which took place 
from September 29 to October 
1, were that the trial Judge did 
not’ suMeiently direct the jury 
on the law relating to accom- 
plices or the corrboration of 
evidence given by accomplices; 
that the Judge was wrong in 
lnw in- not leaving tho verdict 
of manslaughter open to the 
jury; and that there was a sub- 
stuntial miscarriage of justice. 

The Full Court held that the 
Judge's dircclion to the jury 
had been sufficient and that ne 
was correct in not leaving the 
verdict of manslaughter open to 
the jury, and-that consequently 
there was no question of a mis- 
carriage of justice.
